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A MOTHER AND HER FLOWERS 


The cover page of “The Central Christian Advocate” 
has the picture of a mother standing in the midst of a 
garden of flowers. It is a beautiful picture, and here 
is the story: 


A woman, her husband, and a baby daughter came to 
this country from Germany a little more than thirty 
years ago. Like most immigrants, they were compelled 
to live in small quarters. There were no flowers, not 
much sunshine, and conditions were not the best, but 
like many immigrants, much hard work and a love for a 
home of their own soon enabled them to buy a small 
place with a real yard, and the time not spent in cook- 
ing, looking after the house and three children, was spent 
in the yard and its small patch of flowers—just enough 
flowers to brighten up the none too elaborate yard; and 
the house looked a bit more lively with its bouquets. 


The day came when the family could move to a 
suburb and have plenty of room, a house on a hundred 
foot front lot.

Each day during the summer finds this mother in 
the garden a good part of the time, looking after the 
many little details necessary to beautiful, perfect flowers. 

She visits the neighbors. The first question, I fear, 
is not, “How is the baby?” It is more apt to be, “Are 
your roses budding?” or something along that line. 
Should perchance the neighbor have a new species of 
flower it will not take long to find out where the seeds 
may be got and the next year sees it in her own yard. 
Neighbors and friends are made happy with a bouquet. 

Even before the flowers are in bloom, they seem to 
bring joy to this mother; as early as February seed 
catalogues come in, the mails and additional seeds and 
bulbs for the coming spring. Her children tease her 
about her favorite “indoor sport’—looking through 
flower and seed catalogues! She certainly derives a 
great deal of pleasure therefrom. Her eyes sparkle 
when she sees a new kind of flower—or something she 
has not known before—and immediately it is put on 
the list and even then she begins to wonder what it 
will look like along the walk. 

3eing just an ordinary human being she has had 
her cares and worries, but the flowers turn her thoughts 
to the beauties of creation and the Creator Who loves 
the beautiful; for the time at least she forgets the sad- 
ness and the burden along life’s way.

THE LATEST ON THE OMAHA CONVENTION 

In this article we shall not attempt to sell you the 
idea that you should come to the Omaha Convention— 
we know that you are coming; so here is the latest in- 
formation as to hotels, trains, meals, etc. 


How to Get to the Convention 
Take any railroad to Chicago, if you desire to come 
to Omaha with the Leaguers on the special train. You 
should arrive in Chicago prior to 10:30 P. M., Friday, 
July 5th, the hour of departure of our special. If you 
want to take in the entertainment the Chicago Leaguers 
are giving the visitors, arrive the morning of the Sth. 
From Chicago west you will be looked after by Charles 
Martis, transportation member of the Omaha Conven- 
tion Committee, who will meet you in Chicago. Should 
you come by auto, Omaha is almost the mid-point of 
the Lincoln Highway. Should you come by aeroplane, 
Omaha is the half-way station on the transcontinental 
airmail route, and we have the best of facilities for car- 
ing for aeroplanes. One Leaguer from Ohio, and one 

from Brooklyn, N. Y., are coming by plane. 


The Kind of Ticket to Procure 

All those east of Omaha who desire to take the 
post-convention trip should purchase at their home a 
round-trip summer tourist ticket to Denver and return, 
routed via the C. & N. W. Railroad from Chicago to 
Omaha, and over the Union Pacific from Omaha to 
Denver. To take advantage of the lowest rates you 
must do this. All who are just coming to Omaha and 
those living west of Omaha should purchase a conven- 
tion ticket presenting the convention certificate to their 
ticket agent, who will sell them a round-trip ticket to 
Omaha and return for the cost of one and a half fares. 
These certificates are procurable from Charles Martis, 
of the Omaha Committee. The fare and one-half 
tickets may be procured over any railroad to Omaha 
and return over the same road. These should be 
routed over the C. & N. W. Railroad if you desire to 
ride on the special from Chicago to Omaha. Those 
living on the west coast should route their convention 
ticket over the Union Pacific, returning if they desire, 
to take the post-convention trip. Any kind of transporta- 
tion accompanied by the proper Pullman tickets will be 
honored upon our special trains. 


Pullman Reservations and All Expense Items 
As has been stated before, the trip will be arranged 
on the all expense plan. However, Pullmans from your 
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home to Chicago should be arranged for by your local 
ticket agent. For all Pullman reservations on the 
special trains from Chicago to Omaha, and Omaha to 
Denver, and return, you should write to Witte, fe ee 
3urgar, Manager, 148 South Clark Street, Chicago, Ill. 
Tell him what you want and he will let you know what 
amount you should send him to cover all Oley Olinnex= 
penses, exclusive of your ticket which you will purchase 
before leaving home, and exclusive of your expenses in 
Omaha. Do this as soon as you decide that you are 
going. No deposit is necessary at this time. If you are 
not planning on riding on the special trains you will 
have to make your arrangements through your local 
ticket agent. 
Register in Advance for This Convention 

The plan for handling the registration for this Con- 
vention will be different than heretofore. All 
persons on the Omaha mailing list will receive a regis- 
tration blank. All who are not already on the list 
should drop a card to the Omaha Convention Committee, 
1300 First National Bank Building, Omaha, Nebraska, 
and you will be furnished with one. These you will fill 
out and mail in before leaving home—the earlier the 
better—together with the registration fee of $2.50 for 
delegates and $1.50 for visitors. You will receive a 
receipt therefor which you will bring to the Convention 
to identify your accommodations, etc. If you send in 
your registration in advance you will save yourself a 
lot of time and trouble upon your arrival, as the little 
receipt will be an ‘open sesame” to everything. All 
you have to do is to hand in your receipt and every- 
thing will be ready for you. Incidentally, it will help 
the Omaha Committee, as we will have our work 
pretty well done by the time you arrive, whereas if you 
delay sending the registration in, we will have to do it 
all after you arrive. Should you change your mind 
about coming, and do not come, the Committee will 
refund your registration fee less twenty-five cents for 
the expense involved.

The program is not yet ready for complete release.

Saturday afternoon, July 6th, will be devoted to a 
meeting of the Executive Committee, State Delegation 
Rallies, getting the trunks unpacked, seeing the town, 
meeting friends, old and new, and a few other things. 


From 7:15 to 7:45 will be the first of the four big 
sings under the leadership of Dr. Ross Stover. These 
will be held also Sunday, Monday and Wednesday even- 
ings before the opening of the sessions.

Monday morning will be devoted to the Educational

ANOTHER EPISTLE TO YOU! 
Dear Folks: 

May brings thoughts of Mother’s Day. What an 
inspiration it was that led to the establishing of such 
a day. It ought to make all sons and daughters pause 
to evaluate once more what mother love has meant in 
their lives. We take so casually the gifts of love. We 
take them as our right because they come so freely. 
They are our right, but a right that finds reason in our 
mothers’ love. Wearing a flower is but a simple thing 
to do for her. Let the beauty of our lives be the best 
tribute we may pay to her. And if she is no longer 
here to hear us speak our appreciation and see us live 
our gratitude, we still may set as our standard for 
living the ideals our mothers would have for us. 


Among recent dates are included St. James’, Phila- 
delphia, one of the fastest growing churches in the city. 
I was at League and Vespers. Advent, New York City, 
invited me to their Supper Hour and Vespers. It was 
good to see old New York friends again. Another even- 
ing I spoke at Grace, Philadelphia, at the invitation of 
Pastor Stoltz, and at a Lenten Service for Pastor Mohl- 
ing at Gethsemane. This was a unique service where 
the entire congregation united in a discussion group 
after the opening Vespers. 

Good Friday I was with Dr. Stover at the Friendly 
Church; Easter was spent at Gowen City; the following 
Thursday I was at Messiah again in the absence of Dr. 
Stover, and the next Sunday at Holy Communion, 
Philadelphia, in the morning, and Collingswood, N. J., 
in the evening. Then an evening was spent at Hillside, 
N. J., another at.Pottstown, Pa., with Rev. Hoh, and a 
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third evening with the Philadelphia District at their 
Live Wire Dinner. 

Plans for the immediate future include trips to Mt. 
Airy, Susquehanna, and Gettysburg Seminaries. We 
always know when Lent is over at General Headquarters 
for the engagements begin to roll in for sure. 

It seems unnecessary to ask our Luther Leaguers 
to respect the law. Christian youth surely will be good 
citizens. The Eighteenth Amendment will be possible 
of enforcement only as the great majority of citizens 
willingly practice self-denial for the sake of the State. 
Our newspapers generally are more or less subtly open- 
ing their columns for wet propaganda. When I saw the 
way the weak son of Senator Heflin was played up as 
an item of major importance, my blood boiled. Senator 
Heflin has been a hard man to understand and I cer- 
tainly could not endorse his spirit and attitude on many 
subjects. Yet he is a father, and if his boy is a drunk- 
ard, no wonder he is a dry. Evidently we must read 
our newspapers with mental reservations. We must con- 
tinually ask, is this printed for its news value or for its 
propaganda value? We must also commit ourselves to 
the practice of obedience to law, whether we like the 
law or not. 

Miss Mehlhouse, Mr. Wolf and I have been sitting 
in at informal conferences with representtatives of the 
Women’s Society and Parish and Church School Board. 
We have been studying correlation, beginning with the 
Junior age. Prospects look bright for a solution of the 
problem of over-lapping and confusion. Certainly, when 
the new graded system is finally out in 1931 we should 
be ready with a complete correlation of program for 
each age group. 

The Review Campaign has been going along at a 
satisfactory rate with many Educational Secretaries 
working hard and some not so hard. It is a splendid 
test for our organization and not only gets results— 
subscriptions in this case—but also trains our workers. 
No Educational Secretary can get results in such a 
campaign without learning much that will be invaluable 
later to the better organization of the Church. 

What is the most discouraging thing about organi- 
zation work? I have asked a great many workers, and 
not all Luther League leaders. They are almost unani- 
mous in saying, failure to answer letters. Why should 
we be courteous about personal correspondence and rude 
about Church correspondence? It is not respectful to 
the Church or the Church official who writes, to disre- 
gard their letters. The least one can do is to write a 
few lines of acknowledgment. Let’s make the League 
one hundred per cent efficient in its correspondence. 

Let's be business-like! Did you hear about little 
brother? He saw sister’s boy friend kissing sister. To 
boy friend: “Oh, I saw you kiss my sister.” Boy 
Friend: “Ahem—here’s a quarter.” Little Brother: “And 
here’s ten cents change. One price to all—that’s the 
way I do business.” Now what in the world is the moral 


of that story?

attended conventions that are all “whoopla,” if you know 
A high emotional pitch is maintained 
from start to finish. One leaves such a gathering all 
stirred up with no place to go. Other convention pro- 
grams are all informative methods from start to close. 
Even the evening addresses were coldly intellectual. One 
leaves such a convention, knowing how to do work but

not caring to do it. 

Near the opening of the program there should be 
an inspirational address or sermon. Daytime sessions 
may be concerned with business and the discussion of 
methods. Evenings may be devoted to inspiration. The 
closing rally should be definitely planned to send the 
delegates home on fire to serve. 

You write that the devotional is a fundamental of 
the Luther League Program. Why is this so? Can’t 
we have a League without weekly devotional meetings? 

It is possible to have a League without devotional 
meetings. It will not be the best League possible. The 
fellowship with other Ieaguers and the projects under- 
taken with them all have their value. But the devotion- 
al is the biggest opportunity the League offers. In no 
other place in the average church can young folks ex- 
press themselves freely on vital religious questions. 
There they learn to pray in public, to preside over a 
religious meeting (valuable training for future Sunday 
School Superintendents), to speak about religious ques- 
tions and to learn how to apply religion to the lives 
they live. The devotional is unique and by all means 
should be included among the League activities.

My pastor objects to my finding my friends outside 
the Church. I think he is narrow? What do you think, 
Uncle Amos?

‘Pageantry 


MRS. PAUL C. WEBER 


(Mrs. Weber is the wife of the pastor of Epiphany Church, Camden, N. J., and has cheerfully responded to the 


request of the Editor for an article on pageantry. 


RIEFLY stated, the task of every Christian 
pastor and lay worker is to get as many indi- 
viduals as possible as actively interested as 
possible in the work of the Kingdom of God. 


Pageantry is one method of accomplishing this 
great task. The simplest dictionary explanation of the 
term is “spectacle” or “display”, but in a broader and 
more popular conception, it includes playlets, tableaux, 
dramatizations, allegorical presentations, etc., including 
the spoken word in prose and poetry and music in prac- 
tically every form. With this conception of the pageant, 
let us briefly consider the advantages of this form of 
activity in our church work. 


First, it makes religion attractive. Practical experi- 
ence in different cities of our country has proven that 
a religious pageant will draw a larger audience than 
either a religious lecture or a religious cantata, ‘thus 
proving that pageants are attractive to the majority. 


Secondly, it vividly impresses spiritual truths. Edu- 
cators tell us that the average individual receives impres- 
sions many times more rapidly through the eye than 
through the ear. The pageant, with its appeal to both 
the eye and the ear, makes a vivid impression on the 
spectator. By impersonating the various characters, last- 
ing impressions are made on the participants. 


Thirdly, it uses the talents 
of all. In the great variety 
and length of the speaking 
and singing parts and the pos- 
sibility of orchestra accom- 


paniment, together with detail

artistic and electrical work, it 
uses the abilities of the better 
trained and develops the lat- 


Her “Emblems of Eastertide’’ has been’ widely used in the League.) 


Fourthly, it teaches co-operation, There is a fine 
and splendid co-operation in a large group of Christians, 
boys, girls, men and women, without thought of “pro- 
ceeds” or material gain, giving of their time, talents and 
energies that they may unitedly give a religious pre- 
sentation. 


Fifthly, it has an evangelistic value. As previously 
mentioned, it has a general appeal—often winning into 
the church many of the unchurched or infrequent attend- 
ants, who would not be there but for the pageant. Ex- 
perience proves that many people who later become 
good church members first entered the church to see 
a pageant. 

And now a few practical suggestions for those who 
are interested in presenting pageants. 


First, strive for reverence. A worthwhile pageant 
should contain both information and inspiration—without 
these it becomes merely a “spectacle” or “display”, but 
with these elements it may have the appeal of a sermon, 
an object talk and a sacred cantata.

YOU SHOULD READ! 


Rev. J. M. Uber, D.D., pastor at Macomb, II1., offers 
us a most interesting record of a trip abroad, in “My 
Journeys in Foreign Lands,” (published in 1928, price 
$1.50). Rev. Uber makes his experiences live for the 
reader. In spite of the many travel books written each 
year, this volume has a unique value. Young folks, es- 
pecially, will enjoy it and find inspiration for holding to 
the purpose, some day, to see for themselves. 

“Not Slothful in Business”, (published by Double- 
day Doran, 1928, price $1.75), is by Rev. Herbert A. 
Bosch, pastor of St. Paul’s, Mansfield, Ohio. Leaguers 
will remember the graphic way in which Rev. Bosch 
presented stewardship at the Salisbury Convention. This 
whole book is different from cover to cover. His attack 
on money-raising schemes for the church is simply un- 
answerable. Every Luther Leaguer ought to read this 
book. A generation of young folks trained in its prin- 
ciples would mean a Church of tomorrow with funds 
enough for every project. Every Luther Leaguer will 
enjoy reading this book. There is not a dull page. 

The Macmillan Company has just published a book 
of particular interest to young people and their leaders. 
This latest contribution to the constantly growing li- 
brary of youth literature is entitled “The Intimate Prob- 
lems of Youth”, (price $2.00), by Rev. Earl S. Rudisill, 
Ph.D., pastor of St. Luke’s Lutheran Church, York, Pa. 
While pastor in Philadelphia, Dr. Rudisill was instruc- 
tor in the University of Pennsylvania. Those who have 
heard Dr. Rudisill at Gettysburg, Lakeside, and other 
summer schools, have been deeply impressed with the 
quiet effective way in which he has handled the inti- 
mate problems of life. In this volume again we find that 
same frank handling of intimate problems without 
arousing self-consciousness. 


In his foreword he says something that every or- 
ganization worker should remember. 
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“It has sometimes happened that persons in posi- 
tions of formal leadership among youth have been more 
concerned about perpetuating and glorifying some or- 
ganization than meeting effectively the real problems 
and difficulties of life. This is unfortunate. It exalts 
a means at the expense of an end. The organization 
could play a larger part in helping youth to an adjust- 
ment of thought and life. The permanence and worth- 
whileness of the organization would then be assured.” 


His chapter on “Choosing a Vocation” should be 
read by every Life Service Secretary. ‘Youth and Sex” 
should be studied by every pastor before undertaking the 
treatment of the sixth commandment in the Catecheti- 
cal Class. “The Problem of Religion,” the concluding 
chapter, should be a great help to the college student 
or student pastor. This text must be added to our list 
of approved discussion books. Its utility for class work 
doesn't, however, hinder its readableness. “The Intimate 
Problems of Youth’ is simply invaluable.

SOURCES OF STRENGTH 
Isaiah 40:28-31; I Corinthians 10:12, 13 
The Topic Developed 

In our first Scripture lesson suggested for this 
topic, Isaiah rests the very foundations of human faith, 
trust and hope, in the living God. Here is the first and 
only source of strength. The prophet appeals to the 
familiar thought of an unchangeable God as the ante- 
dote to all despondency and the foundation of all hope. 
The life of men is like a river, with its source and its 
course and its end. The life of God is like the ocean, 
with joyous movement of tides and currents of life and 
energy and purpose, but ever the same and ever return- 
ing upon itself. 

Notice, next, the unwearied God giving strength to 
wearied men. The more sad and pathetic the condition 
of feeble humanity, the more wondrous the grace and 
power of God.‘ It is much to preserve the stars; re ks 
more to restore and bring power to feeble men. It is 
much to uphold those that are falling so that they may 
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not fall; but it is more to raise up all those that have 
fallen and are bowed down. 


The last thing is the wearied man lifted to the level 
of the unwearied God. “They that wait upon the Lord 
shall renew their strength.’ Bound up with this we see 
the beginning of a nobler conception of life, the result 
only of that strength which comes from God. 


God, then, is the source of all strength. ‘Power 
belongeth unto God.’ His ability is immeasureable. 
Not all the athletes put together, with all their mighty 
pulleys and engines, can move a single planet from its 
orbit; yet God is pushing the innumerable orbs in their 
appointed spheres through infinite space with ease. 


The strength of God is inexhaustible. He is con- 
stantly giving out, like the sun, yet “giving doth not 
impoverish Him, nor withholding, enrich Him.” Science 
says that the sun is burning up. Were all the suns in 
the solar system to be blotted out there is back of them 
the omnipotent Source of all. 


Man derives his power and strength from God. 
Man, therefore, is but an agent, not a sovereign. The 
Romans were mistaken when they said that man is 
himself a power. To be sure, he is lord of natural 
forces and, as is said in Genesis, he has dominion over 
the lower orders of life, but he stops short of creation. 
It is God Who is here the source and has given him this 
dominion. As to creation, not an atom can be made by 
man. The most that he can do is to transmute one kind 
of power into another and make application of it. Frank- 
lin did not make electricity, nor, in the strict sense, did 
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Watt make steam. They only harnessed the energy of 
these forces and adjusted them to useful purposes. 

While the source of power and strength is in God, 
yet man possesses power which has been given him for 
However, the major portion of this strength 
is dormant. A man is like a factory adjusted to work 
—wheels, belts and pulleys all in place, fire in the fur- 
naces, the vast machinery.in motion, but turning out no 
grist. Or he is like Niagara, which they say has power 
enough to operate all the inductries of the country, but 
it rolls on in furious indolence. Or he is like the flurry 
of snow which the scientists say is possessed of im- 
measureable potency, yet workmen shovel it into carts 
What a waste of power there is in 
this dormancy! And what a reckoning at the last day 
there must be, for power to the last atom is responsi- 
bility! 

Let us put ourselves in a right attitude toward God, 
remembering that we are not makers of power, only 
manipulators of it, and responsible for the use we 
make of it. The vital contact with God is Calvary. 
It is only by that that we can truly glorify God.

KEYWORDS OF SUCCESS 
Luke 14:28-30; Psalm 62:5-12; Mark 8:34-38 
The Topic Developed 


In a little town in Germany a lad was born with a 
soul for music. His father combined the diverse occu- 
pations of barber and surgeon to the Elector of Saxony. 
He intended his son to study law. With the complicity 
of his aunt the boy smuggled a weak-voiced spinet into 
his attic, and there he spent his solitary hours. At eight 
years of age he was taken by his father for a. visit 
to the castle of Saxe-Weissenfels. While his father 
Was conversing with the duke, the boy stole away to 
the chapel. When they sought him there he sat upon 
the organ stool, with dangling feet, but in a very ecstacy 
of melody. In after years he wrote the oratorio of “The 
Messiah.” 

So the noblest spirits sometimes flourish in uncon- 
genial soil. Potted plants have to be content with small 
stature. Trees boxed up and coddled never amount to 
much. The oak takes care of itself: it grasps the rock 
and subdues the soil; it throws out its mighty arms to 
winds and tempests. Much has been said and written 
concerning success but the keyword seems to be found 
In superiority, superiority to environment. 

“Can any good thing come out of Nazareth?” was 
once asked concerning Jesus. The people of Nazareth 
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“were sinners above all the Galileans.” Nazareth was a 
hissing and a byword, proverbial for wickedness. Nazar- 
eth was not a good place for the training of one intend- 
ing to build up character and make his life tell. But 
though Jesus was in Nazareth, he was not Of ite we 
air was filled with the discordant sounds of blasphemy 
and uncleanliness, but Jesus was superior to His en- 
vironment. 

Jesus had an advantage over us in that He was 
divine. As someone has said, we may not hinder the 
bird flying over our head, but we can prevent it build- 
ing its nest in our hair. Sin has invaded our nature, yet 
this same evil may be overcome by spiritual growth. 


Before Calvary was reached Jesus symbolized our 
condition by the destruction of darkness in blind Bar- 
timeus’ eyes. It was almost worth being blind to ex- 
perience the change that took place. What a glory was 
revealed to the man! He saw the hillsides, the heavens 
above him, and, more than all, the face of Jesus. Here 
was a new world open to him. His wildest imaginings 
were realized. When Calvary destroys our spiritual 
darkness, heavenly light takes its place; and then is re- 
vealed that new life in a new world-of experience that 
must be felt to know it. 

In short, it may be said that the world does not 
offer the keyword to success. We must look higher. 
There was little opportunity for Jesus in Nazareth. But 
wait patiently and note what became of it all. Hard 
conditions sometimes oppress the noblest of minds. The 
pathetic story of Charles Lamb and his sister, Mary, is 
a familiar one. In a fit of frenzy, Mary killed her 
mother. From that moment Charles gave up his fondest 
dreams and took care of her. When she felt the spasms 
of insanity coming upon her, they would go arm in arm 
to the asylum at Hoxton, both weeping as they went, 
and he carrying the straight-jacket in his hand. A 
hundred pounds was his annual income and for forty 
years he shared it with her. Here was a simple, un- 
eventful life, yet splendidly heroic. 


Our final understanding of superiority as the key- 
word to success is to be found in superiority, triumph 
over sin. When Pompey returned from his eastern con- 
quests there was a line of barbaric kings, who, in chains, 
were dragged at his chariot wheels. So at last we will 
triumphantly go to heaven’s gate dragging our lusts and 
passions and vanquished habits in chains. 


The final fulfillment of God’s promises is assured. 
Meanwhile, adversity, suffering, trial, affliction, bereave- 
ment, are all made tributary to the ideal character under 
the control and guidance of the Man of Nazareth. Here 
then is the way to true success. 


Questions for Discussion 


What errors do we find in the world’s ideas of suc- 
cess?

Can 
a person be successful from the standpoint of the King- 
dom of God and at the same time be a complete suc- 
cess in the work of the everyday world?

PREPARING FOR VOLUNTARY 


CHRISTIAN SERVICE 
I Timothy 4:9-16 


The Topic Developed 

In considering this topic we must take up the matter 
both in principle and in practice. From the standpoint 
of principle the matter is outlined in our Scripture les- 
son. There we learn that first of all we are workmen of 
God. The Great Worker has called you to His councils 
and has assigned you a task. For every kind of talent, 
intellect, and moral energy He has found some work to 
be done. Surely, the highest dignity God could confer 
on any human being is to use him for a purpose and 
work like this. 

In preparing for Christian service, it must also be 
kept in mind that we are servants of the Church. One 
great function of the Church is to teach the world. 
There are some in the Church whose work seems to be 
to administer; the work of others is to give. The teach- 
ing office of the Church cannot be confined to the pastor- 
ate. The Church should regard teaching as a portion 
of its work and the teachers in the Sunday School or 
other religious schools as its own servants or repre- 
sentatives. 

Again, you are watchers for souls. It is a wise and 
wonderful thing to save souls, to win souls. Patient 
perseverence in such godlike work is a way not only of 
securing the salvation of others, but our own salvation, 
too. This is not a matter of salvation by works but of 
realizing the influence which Christian work has upon 
the worker at the same time that he endeavors to ex- 
tend this influence unto others. There is, then, a divine 
plan marked out for our daily life. It consists of sal- 
vation by Jesus Christ, and evangelization of the world 
by Christian disciples. 

As to the practical side of the matter the first essen- 
tial in preparing for Christian service is to obtain a 
genuine personal touch with God. Seek Him in prayer. 
To be successful in labors of this kind our lives must 
first of all be pleasing unto God. If they do not, we are 
weak. A Christian that does not try to reach and save 
men is like a light that sends out no rays. In the world’s 
fog we must burn bright, intensely. 

Another factor that is neccessary is zeal and energy. 
Youth is the time for zeal. It is a good thing to turn 
our energies and enthusiasm to the service of God. 
Knowledge is the road to zeal. No one who is ignorant 
of the work of the Church and its needs can be zealous 
about them, for they do not know the facts. 

The life of service will find it necessary to combat 
the life of selfishness. Selfishness is the root of prac- 
tically all sin. Humility and desire for service and the 
determination to think always of others will eliminate 
selfishness. Selfishness must be cut out of the heart. 
When weeds and flowers grow side by side the weeds 
are conquered by uprooting them and by cultivating 
the flowers. 

When we finally sum up the matter of voluntary 
Christian service, aside from the fact that God must 
inspire all good works in us, we find that enthusiasm 
for service is spontaneous. American history records 
that after the battle of Lookout Mountain, when the 
Federal troops cleared the heights with a dash that was

irresistible, General Grant sent a message to General 
Wood and asked, “Did you order the charge?” 
plied, “No.” To Hooker to Sheridan the 
inquiry was put, and from them the same response was 
received.

JESUS TEACHING US SELF-CONTROL 
I Peter 2:11-20 
The Topic Developed 

There was in the Southern army a famous colonel. 
They said that wherever he went upon the battlefield 
he always had his men in absolute command—in perfect 
obedience. When he appeared, his very personality 
seemed to be able to control men as was the case with 
no other leader. Wherever he was placed he always 
seemed able to win the battle. It seemed impossible to 
defeat him, so powerful was his ability to lead. But 
when the war was over this officer went back to his 
old home, went down into the depths of dissipation and 
drunkenness, wrecked and ruined his life until his family 
was scattered and he was alone. 

An hour came in the city of Charleston when there 
was a great riot and the public square was crowded 
with people. The excitement was tremendous. The 
police had tried to cope with the unruly element but 
failed. The mayor had done his best. Then some per- 
son shouted, “Let us find the colonel.’”’ They discovered 
him in his usual haunts of vice and depravity, half in- 
toxicated. They dressed him in soldier’s garments, put 
on the cockade and the mayor himself pinned on the 
badge of authority and said, “Now, colonel, I want you 
to ride out and quell this riot. I will give you authority.” 

They mounted him on a white charger and sent him 
away to the city square. He rode through the crowd, 
giving his orders to the right and the left, and in twenty 
minutes the whole square was as quiet as a graveyard 
Within one hour he had removed his uniform, thrown 
aside his sword and was again drinking himself into in- 
sensibility. Within two months, alone, deserted, without 
a friend, wrecked and ruined, he died. Here was a genu- 
ine tragedy. He could control other men, yes, he 
could control men on a battlefield and in tremendous 
peril, but he could not control himself. 

The greatest of all of the world’s leaders is Jesus 
the Christ. He teaches perfect self-control because that 
same perfection is found in Him. 
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Tesus teaches self-control even in time of temptation. 
He is sympathetic with us in this regard because He 
also was tempted. Even the Christian must face tempta- 
tion. There is no escape from it while we are upon this 
earth. Temptation will follow a man even to a hermit’s 
cell. Habit masters him again and again. He falls. His 
fall teaches him his inability to stand in his own strength. 
He is discouraged and comes to his wit’s end. At this 
point hope enters. The boy shepherd went against his 
giant antagonist in the name of the Lord. Hence his 
victory. “God is faithful, who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above that ye are able; but will with the temp- 
tation also make a way of escape, that ye may-be able 
to bear it.” 

What is it in which you need self-control? Is the 
trouble jealousy or hate? Is it poverty? Is it disap- 
pointment? Is it lust for the pleasures of the world? 
Christ will take away your disappointments and conse- 
quent doubts. He will strengthen you when sin seems 
to assail beyond that which you are able to bear. 

The secret of the life of self-control as taught by 
Christ is in the personality transformed. Our lives are 
awry from the start. We are born with a sinful inheri- 
tance. Hence we must be transformed. 

Jesus came not to take good things from us, not to 
spoil life, but to make it what it should be, full of joy 
and peace. We cannot be transformed against our will. 
We must yield ourselves unto God. Hard iron cannot 
be moulded; nor can a hard and stubborn heart. 


To be transformed is to be made Christlike. This 
is the great measure of Christian achievement. Are we 
to be like Christ? Then we must learn self-control from 
Him.

HEROES OF CHRISTIANITY IN AMERICA 
II Corinthians 11:23-33; Psalm 94

Leader: “We believe that the best and happiest life 
is the one spent not for self, but for others”, is a motto 
well known to many. Let us realize that “the best” is 
in every deed and truth, “the happiest.” The Master’s 
words may be accepted as literal when, after impressing 
on His disciples the lesson of unselfish service. He said, 
“If ye know these things happy are ye if ye do them.” 
We have learned that life’s deepest satisfactions are 
found only in the path of Him who “came not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister.” 


“Hands that ope but to receive 
Empty close; they only live 
Richly who can richly give. 
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He that giving does not crave 
Likest is to Him Who gave 
Like itself the life to save.” 


This supreme lesson that the Christ-like life of 
self-forgetting service is the richest, the most satisty- 
ing, the most blessed—where can we find this lesson so 
simply and vividly taught as in the lives of missionaries? 

Christian heroism in America naturally expresses 
itself in missionary and church endeavor on this con- 
tinent. 

Let us learn of three heroes of Christianity who 
helped prepare the way for the great patriarch, Muhlen- 
berg, who was the greatest of the Lutheran pioneers in 
America. “Their zeal, devotion, self-denial, courage, 
and endurance applied to present day problems would 
effect far more than we in our day accomplish. Bring 
their zeal and our opportunities together and what re- 
sults could we not expect?” The lives of these three 
pioneers are taken from Dr. W. J. Finck’s book, “Luth- 
eran Landmarks and Pioneers in America.” The first 


mentioned is 


Daniel Falckner 

Daniel Falckner was the son of a Lutheran minis- 
ter and studied in Germany. He labored in Pennsyl- 
vania between the years 1700 and 1708. As a missionary 
and evangelist he kept the candle of the Lord burning 
until others arrived to hold up a clear light. He has 
passed into history as the first regular pastor of the old- 
est German Lutheran congregation in America. 


Anthony Jacob Henkel 
The name of the second forerunner is Anthony 
Jacob Henkel. A remarkable family in Lutheran annals 
is that of the Henkels—preachers for five or six genera- 
tions. The family has been located for the most part 
in Virginia and North Carolina. Paul Henkel was prom- 
inent in pioneer mission work. The energetic preacher 
also made a trip with a one-horse cart to Philadelphia, 
300 miles distant, for glass and bell which some friends 

in that city gave him for a new church. 


John Caspar Stoever 

In the year and month when Pastor Henkel died, 
two earnest men reached the port of Philadelphia from 
Germany. They both had exactly the same name, John 
Caspar Stoever, and they were father and son. 

Reaching America just at the time of the death of 
the only German pastor, there was a wide and unoccu- 
pied field open to them. They entered at once and were 
exceedingly active in the work. The son was but twenty- 
one years of age when he arrived; but his youth did not 
interfere with his work. Wherever a few Germans had 
settled he held services for them, baptized their children, 
began a church record, encouraged them to build a log 
church and assisted in the work. Thus he travelled from 
place to place, year after year, proclaiming‘ the Gospel 
and making himself worthy of his hire by exacting no 
fees. In this way he continued for fifty-one years, 
working many years after the arrival of Muhlenberg. 
He was in America for fourteen years before Muhlen- 
berg came—the immediate forerunner of the great patri- 
arch. He died while conducting a confirmation service 
on Ascension Day in 1779. 


Henry Melchior Muhlenberg 


Dr. Finck in his chapter on Muhlenberg says: 
Among the Lutherans that came to America from Ger- 
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many undoubtedly the greatest was Henry Melchior 
Muhlenberg, and we make bold to say, the greatest 
among all Germans that have found a home in the New 
World. And we make bold to call him Germany’s 
greatest gift to America, for he was the greatest Ger- 
man that ever came to America—the Luther of America. 
Nor is it sufficient to say that he is Germany’s greatest 
gift to the Lutheran Church in America. He has been 
a signal blessing to our whole land and the greatest that 
has its source in Germany.” 


“The foundation of the posterity of a country is 
the Christian home.’ Muhlenberg was a home builder. 
He himself, the church in which he served, the land in 
which he was born, all alike have ever laid the greatest 
stress upon the importance of the home and the train- 
ing of the children within. No one emphasized this more 
than he, and in no way could he have done more than 
by giving careful attention to the needs of the home. 
The arch that rests upon this foundation of the Chris- 
tian home is the school. Muhlenberg had been a teacher 
before coming to America. Upon arrival here he spent 
one week in rotation at each of his three congregations, 
teaching school five days and attending to his parish 
and pulpit work the other two days. He built a school 
house at the side of every church, urged the fathers in 
Europe to send teachers, encouraged Benjamin Frank- 
lin in the founding and establishment of the Academy 
of Philadelphia. Muhlenberg was a teacher in word 
and deed and he left the impress of his education labors 
on Church and State. 


The keystone of the American arch of strength is 
the Church. Without religion America would be weak 
in its depravity. It is strong because it has granted 
religious freedom in its Constitution and placed the 
name of God on its money. As a worker in the Church 
none could be greater than Muhlenberg. He made the 
wisest use of experience, endured patiently all the trials 
and discouragements, and looked into the future with the 
joyful vision of a seer. 


In another respect Muhlenberg Germany's 
greatest gift to America. The temple of American inde- 
pendence was reared, not with square and trowel, but 
with gun and sword, and its principles were forged in 
the brain of true statesmanship. Muhlenberg was 
neither soldier nor statesman, but he was one of those 
who gave of his flesh and blood, for his son, Feter, 
became one of the most active generals. His churches 
united to support the cause of liberty. Thus it is seen 
what an important factor Muhlenberg was in the found- 
ing of our American republic. 


Was 


The prophecy on Muhlenberg’s grave reads: 


“Who and what he was 
Future ages will know 
Without a stone.” 


His works do follow him, and his mem- 
ory grows more precious year by year. He belongs to 
the whole Church and to all the nation. Dr. Morris says 
of him: “He was a man of extraordinary powers and 
high culture and intense devotion to his work, whose 
labors are probably more influential in moulding the 
destinies of the Lutheran Church than those of any 
other individual have been.

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Salzburgers in Georgia 

A later arrival was that of the Salzburgers in 1734. 
Refusing-to become Roman Catholics, they were ordered 
to emigrate. Many of these exiles sought America and 
a colony was founded by them in Georgia. Two pastors 
accompanied them. The leader of the two was John 
Martin Bolzius and his assistant was Israel Christian 
Gronau, whose term of service was not so long as that of 
Pastor Bolzius was. Wherever these Salzburgers first 
settled they built sheds for schoolhouses. First, plain 
cottages of boards and planks for their homes, then 
sheds for schoolhouses. These schoolhouses were used 
for public worship which was never neglected. After 
four years an orphanage was built. It was the desire 
of the Salzburgers to build an orphan house after the 
pattern of one of the institutions at Halle. Into this home 
the widows and orphans, the sick and helpless were re- 
ceived. Pastors, schoolmasters and doctors worked har- 
moniously together to the great joy of all.

A Shepherd Among the Swedes 

A Swedish pioneer was Tuve N. Hasselquist, who 
in 1852, after preaching in his native land for thirteen 
years, heard that there was but one missionary working 
among his countrymen in Illinois, and decided to go to 
his assistance. When he and his wife arrived at their 
new home in Galesburg, Illinois, they found there was 
no church and no parsonage. To begin with, they lived 
in two small rooms; at first they had no furniture to 
speak of. They slept on the floor and their table was 
the chest in which Pastor Hasselquist kept his books. 
Undismayed, they took up their work for one year 
added 165 men. The missionary journeys extended to 
all parts of the middle west wherever the Swedes were 
settled. He continued to preach and teach till his death 
at eighty-five. 


A Man of Vision 

Samuel Bacon Barnitz entered the Lutheran minis- 
try in his twenty-first year. He accepted a call to a 
mission at Wheeling, West Virginia, There were sixteen 
members; they had no church building, but leased an 
“old, dilapidated, dirty” building in one of the worst 
sections of the city. When he left it after twenty years 
of ministry it had its own church home, was self-support- 
ing and had a model Sunday School of over 500. He 
pushed the missionary frontier of the Lutherans from 
Nebraska to the coast, during the twenty-one years of 
his service as Travel Secretary of Missions in the West. 
His last message was ‘“‘Occupy, Occupy, OCCUPY.” 


Pioneer of Inner Missions 

“The idea of sitting down in one spot, having the 
same round of duties from week to week, year to 
year, is to me very melancholy. I always longed to be 
a Gospel ranger, to go from place to place assisting my 
companions in labor, or laying a foundation on which 
others might build.’ So wrote W. A. Passavant and 
made it good. Whether a student at seminary, going up 
to preach in the neighboring mountains, or to establish 
new Sunday Schools all around him, or taking a strug- 
gling church in Pittsburgh to build it into a mighty one, 
or imitating those works of mercy which may be classed 
under the title of ‘Inner Missions’, he was ever a true 
missionary pioneer. He first introduced deaconess work 
into America from Germany. There are now nine Luth- 
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eran Deaconess Motherhouses in America. The largest 
is the Mary I. Drexel Home, in Philadelphia. It is said 
that no more effective agency has been found for com- 
bining philanthropy with distinctly religious influences. 
His labors and faith founded hospitals and orphanages. 
He was a leader in the movement that founded Thiel 
College; founder of Pittsburgh Synod, and for fifty 


years an editor of various church papers.

Psalms 119:113-120 


Our subject is “Honest! Are We Honest?” While 
we all know what it is to be “honest” it is hard to ex- 
plain what it is. Let us proceed, believing we under- 
stand what “honest” means, and then to answer the 
question, “Are we honest?” 


Test I 


Read Matthew 6:1-8, so that everyone hears and 
understands it. We learn from these verses that there 
is dishonesty in praying and also dishonesty in giving. 

Dishonest praying is to pray publicly in order that 
others may see how bright we are to be able to pray in 
public. Dishonest giving is the kind of giving that wants 
to receive honor and to be talked about. In view of 
these traits of dishonest. praying and giving we can 
answer in part our question, ‘““Are we honest?” 


Then if we read aloud Luke 14:13, 14, we will learn 
one trait of honest giving. What is it? 

By reading aloud again Matthew 6:8, we learn one 
trait of honest praying. Do we engage in private prayer? 

As we test ourselves by these two passages just 
read, are “we honest” in giving and praying in these 
directions? 

Let us know, however, that public prayer can be 


honest prayer, too. How?

Read I John 2:15, 16, so that everyone hears it and 
understands it. From these verses we learn that there 
is an honest love of the Heavenly Father but it may 
become, too, a dishonest love by loving other things 
more than loving Him. In fact, by loving the things 
mentioned in these verses there can be no real love of 
the Father. “Lust of the flesh and lust of the eyes and 
pride” destroy pure love. Looking within our hearts 
pride” destroy pure love.

WHAT IS SUCCESS? 
(By Rey. Paul M. Kinports) 
II Timothy 4:1-8; Colossians 2:8-10 
How many times this question has been asked. We 
need to ask it far more frequently than we do. We 
talk about how fine it is to be successful but we fail to 
answer the question of what success is. The only men 
who seem dead sure about it are those who begin life 
with one shirt and one handkerchief and end up with a 
million dollars. Do you think this is success? In a 
play, one of the characters asks the question, ‘“What is 
success?” The answer given is “money.” Money? 
That’s what our civilization tells us. Money! But 
where has that brought us? All around us we see men 
of wealth who have nothing else. So we must be led 
away from the deceitfulness of riches and find other 
things that mean success in one’s life. 


It is not luck that makes success and it isn’t bad 
luck that makes failure. It is being prepared. Prepara- 
tion is preceded by choice. What you choose is ad- 
vance announcement of what you'll be and what you'll do. 

Paul's life throbs today through millions of other 
lives—-Paul’s message I should say—and that message 
is Christ. Because Paul was willing to say, “This one 
thing I do”, and because he could say that with all his 
heart, counting all things but loss for the excellency of 
the knowledge of Christ Jesus, he was also ready to say 
at the time of his departure, “I have fought a good fight, 
I have finished the course, I have kept the faith.” Suc- 
cess! Yes! The reward, a crown of righteousness which 
the Lord would give unto him. 

From this example in the life of the Apostle Paul 
we believe that a man is a success when he has ac- 
complished something he wants to accomplish. There 
are five big wants that five kinds of boys and girls feel 
urging them. Let us think of them in this meeting. 


The want to own. 

The want to seem. 

The want to know. 

The want to do. 

The want to be. 

Which of these urges do you think is the best urge? 
Let us see. Which urge would you have in your life 
to be successful? 

The Want to Own 

Some people think that money and more money 
that can be piled up in the bank makes them successful. 
It is wise to have enough to be sure of food and cloth- 
ing and shelter for your body. But is it wise to be 
trying to rake all the money into your own pile? Some 
folks do. They think that is success. It is a poor sort

of a squirrel that never has enough to eat and runs up 
against winter without enough food stored away. But 
the squirrel that piles up nuts in his nest that he has 
to go outside to sleep, hasn’t done very much but hustled 
about to get together a lot of nuts that are going to 
winter rot and go to waste. 

So if we were to take big piles of money as the 
criterion of success we would have to forget a whole 
group of men and women who are pretty well satisfied 
that their lives are successful, although they may have 
never owned even a second-hand Ford car. 


The Want to Seem 


The successful “seemers.” Seeming to be something 
big. They put everything in the show window. The 
man who says, “If I can only make folks think I am 
great or rich I'll consider life a success.” This is the 
low grade of success made of imitation leather and trim- 
med in glass beads. 


The Want to Know 


Here we have a list of thousands of persons who 
have been successful. Astronomers, botanists, zoolo- 
gists, teachers, preachers, etc. We can’t help admiring 
them and when successful they have real success. We 
ought to know that we were given brains to do some- 
thing with and that those who extend the field of human 
knowledge are doing something worth while. 


The Want to Do 


Here is where a lot of men of wealth have a part. 
We appreciate being able to go downtown and in two 
minutes buy an ink eraser for a nickle, and a can of 
shoe blacking for a dime. The men who established 
these stores did something. The money that they made 
is merely incidental; his success was in aiding the public 
to buy at lower prices. The success of the “want to do” 
man is in doing what he sets out to do and does it well. 


The Want to Be 


These people are the salt of the earth. Take a 
woman who wants to be a good wife and mother. She 
says if I can be that, my life will be a success. The man 
who decides in his youth that his life will be a success 
if he can live so that he is satisfied he has been a fair 
and square citizen, and plays fair every day with others, 
and lives a good life, ought to be counted a success. 

This is the “want” of the Apostle Paul. Wanted 
to be a good Christian. Wanted to preach the Gospel 
of our Lord to others. Wanted others to follow in the 
footsteps of his Master and Christ. Not what others 
wanted him to be. What he himself thought he should 
do or be. We would say Paul was a successful teacher 
and preacher. 

Let us sum up. We may be poor or rich, ignorant 
or learned, wise or unwise, we will only be successful 
in the sight of God insofar as what we want to own, 
seem, know, do, or be, are Christ-like in their purpose 
and our life is filled with thought and action for the up- 
building of His Kingdom.

Our First Temptation to Quit 


Because of our natural cravings and desires we are 
apt to think that the work demands too many privations 
when it says we must do this or do that. It seems to 
raise a standard to which the flesh does not want to 
conform, so we begin by lowering the standard that 
our confirmation vows This is the strongest 
chance for the world to get a victory over us. Those 
round about us will try to make fun of us and our 
attempts to live right lives. Our bodies and our souls 
are full of desires, appetites, hungers, which are inno- 
cent in themselves, but which we are tempted to grati- 
fy in a wrong way. Satan’s way we find is easier to 
follow than God’s way, this is the beginning of most 
sins, which end in disease and death, such as, intem- 
perance, gluttony and social vices. So, too, our highest 
and deepest longings for love, for usefulness, for success, 
for larger spheres, may be gratified in wrong ways at 
the expense of character and by disgusting ways, in- 
stead of by holy, spiritual methods. We have many 
examples of people who have followed the easier way: 
Eve losing paradise by eating the forbidden fruit. Esau 
selling his birthright for a mess of pottage. David 
blackening the close of his life by yielding to passion. 
We know to be a successful athlete we must deny our- 
selves many things that we may want, it would not be 
wrong to yield to these things in the right way and at 
the right time, but we know it would lessen our chance 
of winning the contest that we may be engaged in. So 
in our daily lives, many things must be left alone if we 
are really out to win. 

Victory comes to us by the right way of using Scrip- 
ture. Maclaren says: “A man who has Scripture in his 
heart has a sharp sword to fight the devil with.’ Let 
us remember that man does not live by bread alone, by 
food for the body. God gives other kind of food in His 
own time and way. There are other and better ways of 
satisfying hunger than by wrong-doing. There is some- 
thing higher, better, more needful than earthly food, 
even obedience, faith, love, character, righteousness.

We Find a Second Temptation to Quit 


We seek to obtain happiness, success, a life worth 
living by worldly means instead of by divine; we attempt 
to build up the Sunday School or! church by pandering 
to fashion or wealth or moving pictures instead of spiri- 
tual life; we have expectations of heaven by forms, be- 
longing to the church, Sunday School or League but it 
is impossible to win victories without fighting the battles. 
Or in other words, we want to win by taking the short 
cut. Instead of the cross and the danger and the pain, 
take an easy way, cast thyself down and the crowd will 
accept you. Men expect health while they violate every 
law of health, they expect results while they refuse to 
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use means, and they call it faith: they are presumptuous 
rather than believing, and they tempt God. 


The Third Temptation to Quit 


To gain success by wrong-doing. It is not wrong 
for one to desire to gain material things for that de- 
pends upon the condition by which we may gain them. 
Satan lay down the condition on which he would fulfill 
his promise. If thou wilt fall down and worship me. 
This was the only condition possible. What Satan 
asked was that Christ would love the world more than 
He did His Father. When we worship success by plac- 
ing it before duty, when we give up the spiritual king- 
dom for the temporal, his spiritual power of love for 
armies, palaces and outward honor, his converting the 
world for ruling the world, we are putting earthly things 
Too many would put an earthly plan 
in the place of the heavenly. So many say today the 
Gospel plan of salvation is out of date. We can never 
gain true success by wrong-doing. We have counted 
the cost young people through the days of instruction 
and came to the altar of God and promised to renounce 
the devil, the world and the flesh. We have put our 
hands to the plow, shall we quit or look back, or shall 
we go on until the command of God is carried out in 
full, and all nations indeed shall hear the glad tiding 
I have had my part in it and I know that 
I have run my race and finished the task.

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TESTS OF COURAGE 


(By Rev. Lloyd. M. Wallick) 
Acts 6:8-15; Matthew 27 :33-46 


Suggestions to leaders: Since an unusually large number of 
Scripture references is given here, opportunity may be afforded for a 
competitive drill in readiness in the use of the Bible. 


There are many things in life which test our cour- 
age. Anything which is difficult for our capacity or 
ability, anything opposed to our natural inclination to 
laziness, anything dangerous to our safety or comfort, 
is likely to offer such a test. But that test is greatest 
which involves life itself. We all rightly love life; it is, 
and it should be, precious to us. God means it to be 
so. But there may come occasions when so much is at 
stake that men must disregard any perfil*to life, and 
follow where their duty to God and man calls them. 

The Bible is full of stories of men and women who 
met the great tests of life with sublime courage. Many 
parts of the Old Testament are dear to boys and girls, 
and older folks as well, for their inspiring record of the 
heroic attitude which they describe. (Some instances: 
Noah, Genesis 7:4,5; Abraham, Hebrews 11:8-10 and 
Genesis 12:1-4, 22:23: Jacob, Genesis 32:24; Joseph, 
Genesis 39:20; Moses, Exodus 4:10-12, 5:1, 24:12, 13: 
Deuteronomy 34:4, 5; Joshua, Joshua 1:1, 2, 3:7, 5:13-15; 
Deborah and Barak, Judges 4:14; Gideon, Judges 7: 
19,20; Samuel, I Samuel 3:10, 7:7-9, 13:13,14; David, 
I Samuel 17:44, 45, 19:10, II Samuel 12:13, 15:30, 1G =5-135 
Elijah, I Kings 18:1, 2, 18:36-39, 19:3, 4; Daniel, Daniel 
1:8, 5:17, 6:10; Esther, Esther 4:16; Nehemiah, Nehem- 
iah 6:2,3.) Such examples of the heights of courage 
to which our human nature can rise ought to be very 
precious to us. 

In the early chapters of the book of Acts we read of 
the courageous and eloquent Stephen. He was not one 
of the apostles; we should say he was a layman, rather 
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than an ordained minister. But he became the most 
powerful preacher, and the most courageous witness for 
the Lord Jesus Christ in the infant church in Jerusalem. 
That was what brought him into peril of his life and 
finally made him the first Christian martyr. 

What was true of Stephen was true of many another 
of those first apostles and missionaries of the cross. 
Read of the courage of Peter and John (Acts 4:1, 2, 130) 
of Paul (Acts 9:3, 4. 16:22-25. 17:22. 20:22, 23, 24:24, 25, 
27:22-25, 28:30, 31, II Corinthians 6:4,5, 11:23-28): and 
of others whom you may recall. These men, and a great 
number like them, found that their religion made great 
tests of their courage. And those tests came daily; 
they never knew what they might have to.face next. 

In all this, they found their example in the life of 
their Lord. They had been told that they were to be 
witnesses of Him and they thought and spoke of them- 
selves as such (Luke 24:48 Acts 2:32, 3:15, 15:32, 20:24, 
I Peter 5:1). It is interesting to notice that the word 
for “witness” and the word for “martyr” are the same. 
A martyr is a witness whose courage is tested unto 
death. 

Christians must always find in their Master’s way 
of life their own way. No one ever has been able, or 
will be able, to do that, without having his courage 
tested severely. While it is true that no one of us risks 
the loss of life as the penalty of discipleship, Jesus 
Himself has said that trials cannot be escaped by those 
who want to be His followers (Mark 8:34, 35). It should 
help us to meet the tests to our Christian courage as 
life brings them to us, if we recall some of the things 
He had to meet. 

Our Lord’s courage was tested: 

1. In His work of teaching and healing (Luke 4: 
40,41, 6:6,7,19, Matthew 12:24, 13:10, Mark 5:39, 40, 
Matthew 9:35-37, John 6:41,42, Matthew 17:17, Mark

2. In His relations with others, particularly his 
enemies, (Mark 2:6-8, Luke 5:30, 6:7, Mark 3:6, Luke 
7:39, Matthew 12:46-50, Mark 7:5, 8:11, John 7:11, 12, 
cad, WG) All eile. yee inlessy beh ilsjesl, WMlevale alike Zaye ie), 
Luke 20:20, Matthew 22:35, 36, Luke 22:63-65). 

3. In the misunderstandings in regard to His per- 
son and work which He had to overcome (Luke 2:49, 
50, John 2:4, 4:48, Luke 4:28-30, John 5:18, Matthew 16: 
UD. UE \eoiann GSisy, OK, 755, WORN GY, loeilee WZ ikea). 

4. In His own inner spiritual life (Matthew 4:1, 2, 
Luke 6:12, John 11:33-36, Luke 19:41, 42, Matthew 23:27, 
26:37, Luke 22:44). 

5. Even in His relations with God (Luke 22:42, 
Mark 15:34). 

What He is and has done, we never can be and do; 
but we can make it the practice of our lives to be like 
Him. 

Christian people sometimes wonder why it is neces- 
sary that their faith and courage be tested. From the 
following Scripture references we may see why: Deuter- 
onomy 8:5, Psalms 94:12, Proverbs 3:11, I Corinthians 
11:32, Hebrews 12:6,7, Revelation 3:19.

Historians are not slow to acknowledge the heroes 
of great military expeditions. We have Cromwells, Na- 
poleons, Washingtons, Grants, Lees and Pershings— 
and others. 

The history of military heroes is not written with 
black ink, but with the red ink of human blood. 

In the topic for this week, I wish to unroll before 
you a scroll of heroes whom the historians have never 
acknowledged; who faced no guns, captured no cities, 
chained no prisoners to chariot wheels, and yet, on God’s 
honor roll stand higher than those who have conquered 


nations. 


Heroes of the Church 


This roll is so long that it would take considerable 
time to unroll it. We would begin with Abraham who 
kept “the home fires” of God burning in the hearts of 
men. Then would come Moses who laid the founda- 
tions for a new Israel. And in their order would appear 
the names of such great heroes as Peter, Paul, John, 
and a great host of early Christians. A little further 
on in this great list of God’s heroes of His Church we 
would see the names of Luther, Zwingli, Melanchton, 
and a large number of others of the Reformation days. 
To this great list of God’s heroes of the Church would 
be added thousands of other names that have long been 
forgotten, 


New names of heroes of the Church are being 
added each day. It is easily possible for us to have our 
name recorded among the heroes of the Church. If we 
be lovers, servers and sacrificers for God’s Church, then 
He will record our name as a hero of the Church. 


Heroes of the Home 


There are men and women who prove themselves as 
heroes and heroines in Christian charity, and their 
names shall appear upon the roll of fame. We all ad- 
mire the Carnegies, Rockerfellows, and Dukes, but 
many ef the heroes of Christian charity will never have 
their names flashed before the eyes of the public. Their 
gifts are too small in the eyes of the world, but in the 
eyes of God they are large enough to make them a hero 
because they gave all they could. We don’t know the 
name of the woman who gave the widow's mite or the 
Publican that helped the man on the Jericho road, but 
God knows their names and He has seen to it that they 
are recorded on His roll of honor.

Program VI 
(By Emily Werner) 
The End of the Story 
Subject Matter: Text, Chapter VI, entire. 
Aim: To impress again the worthwhileness of mis- 
sions. 
Preparation: Prepare to tell the story of this chapter. 


Leader: We have been following the adventure of 
Chama and Yili, now Demas and Jacob, and their sis- 
ters, until we have come to our last story and find that 
they are men and women now. They have been to 
school and they have learned to know Jesus Christ. 
Now they no longer wonder whether the Good Spirit 
is near them. They know that God is their loving 
Heavenly Father Who is always with them, watching 
them and protecting them. Now let us see what they 
are going to do with their lives. (Proceed to tell story 
as prepared.) 

What did you notice about their life plans? Each 
is going to serve in some way. Each is eager to help 
others and to bring them to Jesus. Somewhere in the 
Congo today these four, for we have every reason to 
believe they are still alive, are giving their lives in serv- 
ice to Christ. Suppose they had not heard of Him? 
What do you think they would be like? Shall we act 
out this story I have just told you about them? How 
many scenes shall we have? (See suggestions given in 
outline. If possible, get this division into scenes from 
the children themselves.) How many characters do we 
need? Who shall take the parts? What scenery shall 
we have? Now let us think of the conversations in each 
scene. (After plans have been carefully discussed, so 


that those who take part know what they are to do, 
proceed with the dramatization.) 

Do you want to pray for Jacob and Demas and 
these others in Africa? 

Prayers by the children, followed by the leader: 
Our Father, we thank Thee for these children of Thine 
whom we have learned to know and love. We are glad 
that they know Thee and are serving Thee. Wherever 
they are, bless them and keep them and give them 
strength and wisdom in all they do. Be with each one 
of us, that, when the time comes for us to choose our 
life’s work, we may choose the work Thou wouldst 
have us choose. Help us to serve Thee even now be- 
fore we are old. We ask it in Jesus’ name. Amen.

The Field.—Its size and location. This includes the 
United States and Canada. Here we have nearly one 
hundred missions for New Americans. These missions 
are like moral lighthouses or spiritual power houses. 
The lure of America with its freedom and wealth. 


The Force.—A capable, consecrated company. More 
than forty missionaries, deaconesses and workers are on 
the field. All of them are trained leaders. Not enough 
to supply our needs. 


The Folk.—Many different types, chiefly from east- 
ern and southeastern Europe. Where they settle and 
how they live. 


If you want to see an interesting sight, go to Ellis 
Island and see the New Americans arrive. That is the 
main gateway to this land of promise. Thousands pass 
through it every week. You should watch them as they 
land. Most of them have families. Boys and girls of 
all ages look with wonder upon the strange sights. 


They have come to their new home. Here they 
can make money and enjoy more comforts than on the 
other side of the sea. Many of them bring their Bibles, 
their church books and their Catechisms with them. 


One of the first to greet them is our missionary. He 
has heard of their coming to America and wants to 
make them feel at home. He tells them where to find 
a Lutheran Church. Some of them go out west, some 
into Canada, but most of them stay in the East. 


They ask for work in the mines and the factories. 
The father earns wages to support the family. The 
mother is a home-maker and a hard worker. The child- 
ren go to school and soon learn to talk English. Can 
you name some of these in your school? Are they in 
your Sunday School? Do they ever visit the Luther 
League? 

They are your brothers and sisters for whom 
Christ died. Try to put yourself in their place. See 
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through their eyes and live in their homes. They have 
the same feelings as we have, the same joys, the same 
laughter and sorrow. When you treat them kindly they 
never forget it and bless you for it. 

The next time you visit New York or Philadelphia, 
go to our Settlement House and see our splendid work 
for New Americans. We teach them every day and 
help them to help themselves. In Erie, Pennsylvania, 
we have a Junior Italian Church. Only boys and girls 
under fourteen can go there. They have their own 
church service with a Junior Church Council, Junior 
Choir, Junior ushers, Junior everything. It is wonderful 
to watch their progress. 

Don’t call them “wops” and “dagos’”. Practice the 
Golden Rule. They are doing the best they can. See 
how quickly they adopt our language and customs, our 
dress and manners, as well as our speech. Win them 
as children of God. He is their Heavenly Father as 
well as ours. God made them all. Christ died for all. 
The Spirit helps them all. The Bible is intended for all. 
The Church opens her doors to all. 

Last March our leader for New Americans, Dr. A. 
L. Ramer, met with a distressing accident. He was 
struck by a motor bus in Camden, New Jersey, and 
three days later he died in the hospital. For twenty 
years he had given himself for them. Every year he 
travelled 30,0000 miles to visit and cheer them. Sixteen 
times he had crossed the continent from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. In his travels he never had met with any 
mishap or accident. Strange that he should meet with 
such a death. Now this traveller is at rest. God calls 
the workers and carries on the work.

JUNIORS AROUND THE WORLD 
Galatians 3:26-29 
Hymn: “I Think When I Read That Sweet Story 
of Old.” 


Scripture Story: “Christ Blessing the Children’’— 
told by one of the Juniors. 


Leader: We know that Jesus dearly loved children 
when He was here on earth. I think one of the most 
beautiful pictures our Bible gives us is that scene where 
the little children were brought to Jesus by their mothers 
and He blessed them. 

We may be sure that Jesus loves all the boys. and 
girls today, and that thought should make us want to be 
loyal Juniors, love Him and serve Him in the very best 
way we can. There is a hymn which tells us about 
Jesus and the children. Let us say the first verse together. 


All: “I think when I read that sweet story of old, 

When Jesus was here among men; 

How He called the little children as lambs to His 
fold, 

I should like to have been with them then.” 


Leader: Let us think of some of the boys and girls 
of today. Who will tell us about some of the Juniors? 


Junior: I am thinking of all the boys and girls in 
our Sunday Schools here in America, how they are learn- 
ing to love and serve our Lord and Saviour and of the 
great number who are thus learning to become Chris- 
tian men and women. 

Leader: Who else can we think of when we think 
about the girls and boys here? 
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Junior: I am thinking of the great number of Junior 
Luther Leaguers scattered everywhere, and the great 
work they are doing. There are over twelve thousand 
of them and they are helping in all the work of our 
great Church and learning to become the Church’s 
leaders. 

We are leagued to Jesus, 
For the cause of truth;

While there are millions in 
our Sunday Schools, there are also millions who are 
not there. Let us pray for them that all may find the 
way there. 

Leader: Our topic is ‘Juniors Around the World’”— 
what other girls and boys come to our mind? 

Junior: The girls and boys of other lands also be- 
long to the great company of Juniors around the world. 


But thousands and thousands who wander and fall, 
Never heard of that Heavenly home; 

I wish they might know there is room for them all, 
And that Jesus has bid them to come. 


The Juniors of China and India, of Africa and Japan, 
of South America, of all the countries where the only 
gods they know are of stone and wood, should know of 
Him, too. When the missionaries carry to these lands 
the blessed message of the Gospel what a difference it 
makes to the children!

Superintendent: Since we followed Elijah from Mt. 
Carmel and Mt. Horeb, many, many years have passed. 
God’s people, for worshipping idols, were carried away 
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into captivity. After a long punishment, many of them 
returned, rebuilt the houses, the temple and the walls 
of Jerusalem. More long years passed, with battles, 
victories, defeats and changes. At last one happy day, 
a Child was born in Bethlehem, the city of David. The 
people had long before stopped worshipping idols, but 
they needed to know more about God and be taught how 
to come closer to Him and to love to do His will and 
His way. As this little Child grew up He loved God’s 
House, when He began to talk to the people He taught 
them to call God “our Father in heaven.” He told 
them how their Heavenly Father watched over the birds 
and gave the flowers their beauty. He taught them 
beautiful lessons from trees and grain and blossoms, 
from the sheep and the shepherds and everything He 
said brought them closer to God. Did He have any 
friends? 

First Junior: At first when He left home He went 
to the rushing Jordan River, where his cousin, John, was 
preaching and baptizing. One day John pointed Jesus 
out to two of his friends, Andrew and John, and they 
followed Him. Look, we can see them walking and 
talking together. 

Second Junior reads John 1:35-49. 

Leader: Jesus now had two friends who knew He 
was the Messiah.

Third Junior: Why, Andrew found Peter and Philip, 
and Philip found Nathaniel. I’m sure John told James 
as soon as he got home that he had found the Messiah. 

Leader: Jesus now had six friends. People every- 
where were talking about Him and the miracles He 
did. But He wanted more friends—why? 

Fourth Junior: It was like teaching a class. He 
wanted scholars who would stay with Him all the time, 
so bye and bye they could teach others. 

Leader: After what miracle did He call another 
disciple? 

Fifth Junior reads Matthew 9:1-9. 

Leader: Soon he had other friends, “disciples” they 
were called, that means learners. There were many 
things He wanted to teach them and He knew many 
other people needed to learn them also. 

Sixth Junior reads Mark 3:13-19. 

Leader: Palestine is a very hilly country and Jesus 
and His friends often slept out on the hillside under the 
stars. During the day many followed Him, anxious to 
listen to His beautiful words. 

Seventh Junior reads Matthew 9:35-38. 

Leader: One day when they were all thronging 
around Him, He wanted to preach them a sermon and 
so He went up into a mountain.

Eighth Junior: See—Jesus goes on ahead and the 
ones who know Him best are following closest.

JUNIOR CITIZENS (Patriotic) 


Acts 21:39; 22:38; Ephesians 2:12 

Leader: Today our topic is “Junior Citizens.” Junior 
citizens are those who, as boys and girls, are good mem- 
bers of the neighborhood, obeying the rules as far as 
they can and doing all they can to help better the whole 
town or city. As Juniors, if we learn the laws of our 
country and obey them, we are doing our part in help- 
ing our country, and we will become law-abiding citizens 
when we grow up. “As the child—so the man.” 

Good Junior Leaguers will want to be good Junior 
citizens. Let us hear some ways in which we can be. 


Junior: Good Junior citizens will know the history 
of their country. They will like to study history and 
will appreciate all the hardships our forefathers had to 
suffer that we might enjoy the blessings of a land of 
liberty and freedom. We should know the Consiitution 
of our country. We should not only know it, but try to 
understand and obey as much of it as it is possible for 
us to do. 


Junior: Good Junior citizens can help in their own 
town. One of the easiest ways to do this is to try and 
obey all the rules of the town. 

Junior: John was in a hurry to get across the street. 
The red signal was up. But he rushed ahead, beating 
an automobile which was coming down the street. He 
might have missed it. The automobile had to slow up, 
a long line of cars back of it had to stop, the traffic 
officer had to hurry across and help a lady with a tiny 
child who was crossing in the green light, and the whole 
corner’s traffic was tied up, just because John did not 
obey a little rule. Was he a good Junior citizen? 


Junior: It was “clean up week” and the whole Junior 
League was helping. The girls were cleaning up the 
church lawn and helping plant shrubbery. The boys 
were helping wherever they could, working from early 
to late with their wagons, taking away rubbish, helping 
plant gardens, painting, and doing many things. Tim 
and Jack, however, did not believe in helping. They 
forgot it was clean up week and carelessly threw papers 
about everywhere after some of the lawn had been 
cleaned. Were they good Junior citizens? 

Leader: Any kind of mischief which girls or boys 
get into, breaking up property, stealing, any of these 
things which break the law, of course, no girl or boy 
who wants to be the right sort of girl or boy would do. 
They would not be Junior citizens. Who can tell some 
other ways in which we can be good citizens? 

Junior: We can learn what voting means, and use 
our right when! we grow older. 

Junior: We can help now in all the many things our 
town does to help others—Red Cross, welfare work, 
community drives, Christmas funds, and the like. 
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Junior: We can use all the good things the town 
gives us—in the right way—and prove we are good 
Junior citizens. We can make good use of the public 
libraries, the parks, the playgrounds. 

Leader: The Church occupies the highest place of 
all in the community. We can prove we are good Junior 
citizens by taking our part there. 
School and church? Do we use carefully the church 
property? Are we good Junior Leaguers? Do we try 
to get others to come to the church? 
prove our Christian citizenship.
